A NOVELTT in the ntihz ition of wire

Auinuils coming in contact with 
this wire will n coive a shock from the 
electiic current, which will effectually 
deter them, it is said, from attempting 
to break down or overrido fenoet of this 
description. 

One of the hardest wooils iu eziitence 
it that of the desert ironwood tree, 
which grows in the dry washes along the 
line of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
Its specitic gravity is nearly the same as 
that of lignumvitlo, and it has a black 
heart so hard, wlicn well seasoned, that 
it will turn the edge of au ax, and can 
Bcaroelj be out by a well-tempered saw. 
In burning it gives out au intense heat, 
and charcoal made from it is of one- 
quoled quality. 

A Hsw aud effloient praoess of manu- 
facturing paper from straw or)nsists in 
first cooking the straw, then reducing it 
to pulp, whereby the fiber is disinteg- 
rated, but not destroyed, and all the 
gluten and albumen of the straw is re- 
tained, and finally bleaching it in a ves- 
sel of novel oonstmction, which obviates 
the introdtiction therein of any solid 
partich s of alkali. It is said this pro- 
cess renders the paper tough aud plia- 
ble. It is asserted, also, that tiiis paper 
treated with glycerine asiomat the con- 
sistency of leatlier. 

Mb. J08HUA E08E, a weli-kuowu me- 
ehanieal writer, explains that the tend- 
ency of a nut to unwind and recede from 
the pressure upou its radial face is pro- 
portionate to the pitch of the thread and 
the diameter of the bolt; and the finer 
the thread upon n given diameter of l)olt, 
or the larger the diameter of bolt with a 

* given pitch of threati, the less will be 
the tende ncy of tho nut to move back, 
Iu the case of ordinary bolts and nuts, a 
given diameter of bolt is givt^u a stand- 
ard pitch of thread, and tliese pitches 
are not so fine as to prevent the nuts 
from unscrewing iu many cases, unless 
cheek nuts are used. It would be othel^
